EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Suggests a multifunctional outlet strip having both light and body-detecting sensors, and 
a motion condition setting part in which a user switches and sets whether a light sensor 
is used alone, or whether a light sensor and a body-detecting sensor are used at the 
same time, in combination with the remaining claimed features.
